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Claim 1 continues to be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over ROKUTO in view of SASAKI. The examiner has considered 
the applicant's argument but they were not found persuasive to overcome the prior rejection. The examiner understands the applicant's 
argument that circuit disclosed by SASAKI if duplicated would not be able to detect the under voltage abnormal condition for a plurality of 
series connected capacitors, However the examiner explains that the claim is rejected under 103(a) which incorporates both the references 
of ROKUTO and SASAKI. ROKUTO discloses a circuit which detects the voltage across a plurality of capacitors connected in series and 
compares these voltages to a high voltage in order to determine an over-voltage abnormal condition, SASAKI discloses a circuit for 
comparing the voltage across a single capacitor to a low voltage value to detect an under-voltage abnormal condition. The combination of 
ROKUTO and SASAKI is done by modifying the ROKUTO circuit to include the comparison to low voltage disclosed by SASAKI to 
determine the under voltage abnormal condition. The examiner has further explained that both ROKUTO and SASAKI are analogous art as 
they deal with capacitor testing and provided the motivation to combine both references as: " ...for the benefit of providing increased 
protection of the capacitor unit". 
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
